TRAINER KILLED 


BY AN ELEPHANT 


The Ugly Beast Rues Amuck and He 


Was Finally Killed with a 


Dose of Strychnine. 


Perir, Ind., April 26.—Henry V. Hoflj- 


man, an animal trainer, was killed 
yesterday by Big Charley, an elephant 
belonging to the Wallace circus which 
has been in winter quarters here. 


After killing Hoffman the elephant 


charge the employes in the circxis 
quarters, and kept them at Bay for 
three hours. 


Big Charley was one of the largest 


elephants in the United States. He 
was 43 .years old, weighed 
9,300 


pounds and had an ugly temper, how- 
ever, and needed constant watching. 


The superintendent finally decided 


to kill the beast, and he was tossed 
a large number of apples 
heavily 


charged with strychnine. 


The elephant swallowed the poison- 


ed fruit; but it was some time before 
he felt the effects of the drug: 
When 


the poison began to take effect the 
elephant left the circus grounds, and 
when bes finally succumbed he 
was 


over a mile from quarters.

The •worst feature of the disaster is 
that the Prank-fort fire department and 
the imperial troops stationed here are 
•unable to subdue the flames or rescue 
the victims of the conflagration. It is 
Impossible for them to stay in the vi- 
cinity on account of the fumes and 
masses of the burning chemicals. 


ITlnmes Threaten Big District. 


The atmosphere is lad en with sulphur 


and late last night the fire had as- 
sumed greater proportions, despite the 
efforts of the firemen and troops to 
confine the flames to the fire zone and 
save the environing residence district. 
The flames crossed the river to the 
beautiful 
suburbs 
of 
Schwanheim, 


ijrhere several houses are 
already 


ablaze. Here the fire rushed pellmell 
through the panic-stricken 
district, 


.•which seemed doomed, there being 
very few brick houses. It is found that 
nearly 1,000 people were injured. The 
fire departments of all the neighboring 
cities are on the scene and it is thought 
that they would be able to save many 
of the residences of Griesheim, though 
those near the chemical works were in 
flames. 
Half a company of infantry 


and many doctors have been sent to 
the scene, who have improvised hospi- 
tals. Almost the entire population of 
Griesheim has been rendered homeless. 
The people of Frankfort show them- 
selves very generous providing tem- 
porary homes for the destitute villa- 
gers. 


Origin of the Explosion. 


The explosion, it is believed,. oc- 


curred in the smokeless powder divi- 
sion of the works, blowing up immense 
vats of chemicals in the 
adjoining 


rooms. In a moment the entire factory 
Seemed in flames. They spread with 
frightful speed to the adjacent build- 
ings. When a second explosion took 
place the fumes made it impossible to 
stay in the vicinity. The inhabitants 
of Griesheim were ordered to leave 
their village, which they did, fleeing to 
Frankfort and neighboring towns. All 
the three boilers of the works exploded. 
The explosion was audible here and for 
miles around. Immediately on receipt 
of the news fire engines, ladders and 
ambulances were rushed to the scene ot 
the disaster. 
Griesheim is compara- 


tively a very young suburb. O£ late 
years a great impulse lias been given to 
the manufacturing industries of the 
ancient city, which is now surrounded 
by numerous villages, the inhabitants 
of which are the employes of extensive 
type foundries, 
chemical works and 


other manufactories. 
The last explo- 


sion, occurred at 7: 30 p. m. At iL.JO the 
fire WES still burning in the center and 
the work of extricating the bodies from 
the debris was being carried on by 
torchlight, gaslight not being obtain- 
able. All railway traffic with Frank- 
fort was stopped during the fire except 
for trains carrying the injured. Four 
sheds for dressing the wounds of the 
injured have been erected. One theory 
is that the catastrophe originated in a 
small fire, which ignited several recep- 
tacles of pioric acid, causing a terrific 
explosion. 
The houses adjoining the 


factory were partly burned and partly 
demolished by the violence of the ex- 
plosion.

BYRNE TELLS HOW 


HE WAS ABUSED 


Sam Brown "Struck Me a Vehement 


Blow, Which Struck Me With 


Gigantic Force." 


The celebrated case of 
William 


Bryne against John Brown and Colin 
C. MacLean, which has already been 
tried in the justice and 
municipal 


courts, has at last in the course of 
events, reached tlie circuit courts. 
The action is brought against Brown 
and MacLean by Byrne for forcible 
entry and' unlawful detainer of his 
office. 


Byrne rented an office in the build- 


ing owned by Mrs. MacLean and Mrs. 
Charles B. Bostwick. 
After he had 


been there for some time he was 
found to be an undesirable tenant and 
was notified to vacate. 
He paid no 


attention to the notice and after the 
time stated in the notice had expired 
Brown and MacLean.went up to the 
office and removed him and his prop- 
erty. ' During the moving' Byrne was 
roughly handled and finally landed in 
the lock-up. 


Byrne was defeated in both of the 


!ower courts in his attempt to recover 
possession of the office and has ap- 
pealed from their decision to that of 
the circuit court. 


A jury was drawn this morning 


and taken by the sheriff to view the 
premises. 
Colin C, MacLean was 


the first witness and testified to-the 
different facts and the .ousting of 
Byrne. 
John Brown testified that 


he was called in by MacLean to 'help 
get possession of the office and helped 
him take Byr,ue down onto the street 
where Byrne attacked him and made 
him so much trouble that he was fin- 
ally obliged to land him in the lock- 
up. 


Byrne was put on the stand and tes- 
tified to the things that happened 
from the time he was ejected from 
the 
office . to the 
time that'he 


anded in the lock-up. 
He said he 


vas pounded, kicked and abused by 
Brown, MacLean and others. 
At 


ne point in describing his beating 
le said "I vividly s'aw John Brown 
trike me a vehement blow which 
truck me with gigantic force." 
The 


xpression caused considerable merri- 
ment in the court room and' 
the 


udge was obliged to call for order. . 


At the noon recess Judge Dimwiddie 
.nhounced that he was suffering with 
leuralgia and would be unable to go 
m with the case so adjourned it until 
Monday 'morning, April 29. The mem- 
bers of the jury that were not on this 
case were excused until next week.
